Square, supposedly the gayest spot 
in the United States and center of 
New York’s theatrical district, was 
awed and strangely hushed last night 
as the first of the victims of the sub­ 
way crash were brought from the 
underground transit line to the dis­ 
trict that was alive with lights.

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B r a in e r d some months ako, on the occasion of Fire Preven­ 
tion Week programs, heard recommendations from fire insurance 
underwriters that wooden shingle roofs he discontinued because 
so many fires in Brainerd were such roof fires. 
The council took 
no action in the matter and we are still repairing or replacing old 
roofs with wooden shingles. 
True, some of the newr houses in the city are composition 
shingle roofs. The fire insurance companies have always made a 
distinction between a wood shingle roof ami a composition roof. 
In many instances a man with a lake cottage has a composition 
roof on the latter and a wood shingle roof in town and notices the 
difference in insurance rates. 
Wood shingle roofs at present far exceed composition roofs. 
However, for the state or city or insurance company to arbitrarily 
order a man to stop using wood shingles is contended by some peo­ 
ple to lie a usurpation of power and that shortly somebody will 
soon be telling us what to eat, drink or wear. 
True, no one can stop an insurance company from proposing 
to increase its insurance rates. 
We say “proposing.” 
There are other angles to the controversy and the St. Paul 
Pioneer Press brings them up in an editorial as follows: 
Fire insurance companies operating in Minnesota propose 
sharp increases in insurance rates on 
frame 
dwelling 
houses 
equipped with wooden shingle roofs. 
Such action would tend to 
persuade the public that comjHisition shingles on new dwellings 
should he required by law. This would please the insurance com­ 
panies, which contend that wood shingles catch fire easily* 
But 
the National Lumber Manufacturers’ association is interested in 
maintaining a market for wooden shingles. 
In arguments sub- 
m ’tted to George W. Wells, state insurance commissioner, the as­ 
sociation attacks the proposed insurance rate rise. 
So in Minnesota a conflict is started which involves profits of 
insurance companies on the one hand and profits of lumber man­ 
ufacturers on the? other. The collision between these two business 
groups can be analyzed into an argument about shingles. 
But between the contending forces stands the home owner. 
Threatened with increases in the cost of 
insuring 
his 
house 
against fire loss, he is a decidedly interested spectator. 
Frequent­ 
ly When giants of business mix in combat among themselves, facts 
are disclosed which prove of great advantage to the third party. 
So it is worth while, considering that the home owner’s stake in 
this argument is important to him, to probe this dispute for some­ 
thing directly touching the public interest. 
The householder is 
concerned atiout keeping insurance costs down, and in maintaining 
schedules of rates lair both to the buyer and seller of insurance. 
The National Lumber Manufacturers’ association attacks the 
insurance companies' contention that fire insurance on dwellings 
in Minnesota is being written at a loss. 
It presents tables show­ 
ing that, instead of losses, insurance companies have been mak­ 
ing good profits, and the alleged losses are chargeable to peculiari­ 
ties of bookkeeping. 
Fire insurance company computations are 
characterized by the Lumber Manufacturers’ association as “a 
wonderland of finance.” 
The charge challenges attention. 
The 
public expects to pay fire insurance rates which will yield insur­ 
ance companies a fair profit. 
But the public also has a right to 
demand that full and true reports of profit and loss be used as a 
basis of rate-making. 
A similar issue has been fought to a conclusion in tin* state of 
Missouri, with victory for the state authorities and defeat for the 
insurance companies. Companies base their rates on underwrit­ 
ing income, that is the premiums paid by the insured. 
But con­ 
siderable income is derived by the companies from investments— 
that is, from interest on capital, surplus and reserve funds. This 
investment income has been sufficient in some instances to allow 
insurance companies to pay fair dividends to stockholders white 
showing little or no profits on underwriting of policies. 
Missouri authorities proposed fire insurance rate reductions 
on the basis that investment income as well as underwriting in­ 
come should be considered in making rates. As in Minnesota, the 
companies have the right of appeal to the courts from s t a te insur­ 
ance department orders, The Missouri rate case went to the State 
Supreme court, where the state’s contention was upheld. 
The 
United States Supreme court recently refused to review the deei- 
s in . This opens the way for other states to follow the example of 
Missouri and require insurance companies to base their rates upon 
a1! income received instead of on the basis of profits and losses 
from underwriting. 
There is nothing in the insurance laws of 
Minnesota to prevent this question from being raised here. 
The 
argument about shingles may develop into something of greater 
importance. 
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E v i d e n t l y the need of a storm sewer, adequate to carry oil 
excess rains, is not the only thing to bother Brainerd people. ' Our 
municipal ball park seems to be so situated as to acquire excess 
water from several directions, causing flood conditions and gath­ 
ering sand like a delta of the Mississippi.

B rainerd some months ago, on the occasion of Fire Preven 
tion Week programs, heard recommendations from fire insurance 
underwriters that wooden shingle roofs be discontinued because 
so many fires in Brainerd were such roof fires. 
The council took 
no action in the matter and we are still repairing or replacing old 
roofs with wooden shingles. 
True, some of the new houses in the city are composition 
shingle roofs. The fire insurance companies have always made a 
distinction between a wood shingle roof and a composition roof. 
In many instances a man with a lake cottage has a composition 
roof on the latter and a wood shingle roof in town and notices the 
difference in insurance rates. 
Wood shingle roofs at present far exceed composition roofs 
However, for the state or city or insurance company to arbitrarily 
order a man to stop using wood shingles is contended by some peo­ 
ple to be a usurpation of power and that shortly somebody will 
soon be telling us what to eat, drink or wear. 
True, no one can stop an insurance company from proposing 
to increase its insurance rates. 
We say “proposing/’ 
There are other angles to the controversy and the St. Paul 
Pioneer Press brings them up in an editorial as follows: 
Fire insurance companies operating in Minnesota propose 
sharp increases in insurance rates on 
frame 
dwelling 
houses 
equipped with wooden shingle roofs. 
Such action would tend to 
persuade the public that composition shingles on new dwellings 
should be required by law. This would please the insurance com 
panies, which contend that wood shingles catch fire easily. 
But 
the National Lumber Manufacturers' association is interested in 
maintaining a market for wooden shingles. 
In arguments sub­ 
mitted to George W. Wells, state insurance commissioner, the as­ 
sociation attacks the proposed insurance rate rise. 
So in Minnesota a conflict is started which involves profits of 
insurance companies on the one hand and profits of lumber man­ 
ufacturers on the other. The collision between these two business 
groups can be analyzed into an argument about shingles. 
But between the contending forces stands the home owner. 
Threatened with increases in the cost of 
insuring 
his 
house 
against fire loss, he is a decidedly interested spectator. 
Frequent­ 
ly When giants of business mix in combat among themselves, facts 
are disclosed which prove of great advantage to the third party. 
So it is worth while, considering that the home owner’s stake in 
this argument is important to him, to probe this dispute for some­ 
thing directly touching the public interest. 
The householder is 
concerned about keeping insurance costs down, and in maintaining 
schedules of rates fair both to the buyer and seller of insurance. 
The National Lumber Manufacturers’ association attacks the 
insurance companies’ contention that fire insurance on dwellings 
in Minnesota is being written al a loss. 
It presents tables show­ 
ing that, instead of losses, insurance companies have been mak­ 
ing good profits, and the alleged losses are chargeable to peculiari­ 
ties of bookkeeping. 
Fire insurance company computations are 
characterized by the Lumber Manufacturers’ association as “a 
wonderland of finance.’’ 
The charge challenges attention. 
The 
public expects to pay fire insurance rates which will yield insur­ 
ance companies a fair profit. 
But the public also has a right to 
demand that full and true reports of profit and loss be used as a 
basis of rate-making. 
A similar issue has been fought to a conclusion in the state of 
Mis souri, with victory for the state authorities and defeat for the 
insurance companies. 
Companies base their rates on underwrit­ 
ing income, that is the premiums paid by the insured. 
But con­ 
siderable income is derived by the companies from investments— 
that is, from interest on capital, surplus and reserve funds. This 
investment income has been sufficient in some instances to allow 
insurance companies to pay fair dividends to stockholders whiff1 
showing little or no profits on underwriting of policies. 
Missouri authorities proposed fire insurance rate reductions 
on the basis that investment income as well as underwriting in­ 
come should be considered in making rates. As in Minnesota, the 
companies have the right of appeal to the courts from state insur­ 
ance department orders. The Missouri rate case went to the State 
Supreme court, where the state’s contention was upheld. 
The 
United States Supreme court recently refused to review the deei- 
sin. This opens the way for other states to follow the example of 
Missouri and require insurance companies to base their rates upon 
all income received instead of on the basis of profits and losses 
from underwriting. 
There is nothing in the insurance laws of 
Minnesota to prevent this question from being raised here. 
The 
argument about shingles may develop into something of greater 
importance. 


E v id en tly the need of a storm sewer, adequate to carry off 
excess rains, is not the only thing to bother Brainerd people.

declaring him a “ professional.” 
The immediate cause of the dis­ 
barment was an article w ritten by 
Tilden concerning the 
Wimbledon 
championships of 19 28 while he was 
competing therein, but the commit­ 
tee, in rejecting his excuses for this 
offense against the 
am ateur 
rule, 
pointed out that for more than four 
years he had been violating 
similar 
rules. 
Tilden, who is in Boston engaged 
upon a theatrical venture, has an­ 
nounced that he will seek reinstate 
ment at the September meeting of 
the U. S. L. T. A. 
The committee’s statement, how­ 
ever, was couched in such terms as 
to cast serious doubt upon the possi­ 
bility of “ Big Bill” ever again wield­ 
ing a racquet as an amateur. 
Tile 
statement pointed out that as long 
ago as August I, 1925, Tilden, in 
writing, specifically pledged himself 
not to comment for publication upon 
any event in which he was entered 
as a competitor. 
Since giving that pledge, the com­ 
mittee found, the former champion

“ If the man who held the highest
